A correspondent) writes: 

The report of the discussion in the 
Synod of the question of the Pres- 
byterian College that ‘appeared ‘in 
Thursday’s Calgary Albertan was a 
fearful and wonderful composition, 
and we do not wonder that one of 
the members was moved to publicly 
protest against its insinuations and 
inaccuracies, just before the adjourn- 
ment of Synod on Friday: forenoon 
What are the facts, the simple and 
well-known facts of the case? On 
‘Tuesday, night the question was in- 
troduced by addresses from Rev. J. 
M, Millar and Rev. Dr. MeQueen, 
and these gentlemen moved that the 
folowing resolution be sent down to 
the General Asembly of the Presby- 
terian Church from the Synod of Al- 
berta: 

To the Venerable, the General As- 
sembly of | the | Presbyterian 
Church in Canada: 

The Synod of Alberta humbly oy- 
ertures as follows: 

That whereas the matter of theo- 
logical education within the bounds 
of the province has occupied the at» 
tention of the Synod | for ‘several 
years past; and 

Whereas in April, 1907, the Synod 
expressed its belief “that a Theo- 
logical, College in connection with 
the Provincial University should be 


established as soon as auvisable af- 
ter the University is established”; 
and 


Whereas the situation now after 
the lapse of three years evidently 
calls for immediate action by reason 
of the organization and development 
of University sentiment, the expan- 
sion of the educational | system 
throughout the province, the exceed- 
ingly rapid growth of the whole 
country ‘demanding .a specially vig- 
orous Home Mission policy on the 
part of the Presbyterian Church, the 
actual presence of students in attend: 
aiice at the University who are look- 
ing forward to the ministry as their 
vocation, and on many other grounds 

Therefore, it is humbly overtured 
by tha synod of Alberta that the 
General Assembly, taking these ur- 
geno circumstances into considera- 
tion, should sanction the establish- 
tment of an institution “in connection 
with the Provincial University” which 
might serve the two-fold purpose of 
(a) a residence for Presbyterian stu- 
dents, and (b) a hall in) which  re- 
gular theological instruction may ve 
imparted to young men desiring ty 
equip themselves for the ministry. 

Calgary's Point of View. 

When the “overture,” as it is called, 
was before the Synod for consid- 
cration, the Rev. A. McWilliams of 
Calgary represented very fairly, at 
would seem, the feelings and inten- 
tions of some of the citizens of that 
city in their present attempt to start 
University work in Calgary. In view 
of this state of things he recommend- 
ed delay for a year, when the air 
would be clear. 

Mr. McWilliams did his task well 
and faithfully, and Calgary’s cause 
did not suffer at his hands, or at the 
hands of the other reverend gentle- 
man from that city. The Rev. A, 
MeLaurin of Medicine Hat) contin- 
ued the discussion, and speaking for 
the southeast of Alberta declared that 
he was in thorough sympathy witl 
the motion, and that he we: please 
with matters as they stout! Weld 
ently he was quite out of sympathy 
with the Calgary view. 

The meeting was large, and the 
interest which had been very keen 
throughout the evening, was intensi- 
fied as it was felt that a difference 
of opinion existed, not as to the ne- 
cessity of a theological college, but 
as to the situation raised by Mr. Me- 
Williams, The Synod wisely decided 
to sleep over. the matter, and agreed 


that the discussion should he contin: | 


ued on Wednesday forenoon, When 
the Synod reassembled, the opposi- 
tion failed to materialize. Appar- 
cutly the “overture” had not been 
understood, and after some good- 
natured chafting, and a closing speech 
by Rev. Mr. Millar who had intro- 
duced the motion, the Synod unani- 
mously voted to accept the overture 
without the change of a syllable. 
Speaking on the subject Mr. Mil- 
lay dectared that the Presbyterian 
Church could not afford to lend its 
aid to any Sectional spirit, and plead- 
ed that not only the Church, but all 
the citizens of this province should 
study unity and peace, and refuse to 
rend the-seamless robe of this beauti- 
ful country. He declared that the 
Vresbyterian College was to be affi- 
liated with the provincial institution.

WAS WITH ROAD 42 YEARS 


When C. M. Hays Came Back as 
President he Retired to 
California. 


Los Angeles, Caal.. May 2.--G. B. 
Reeve, former vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Grand ‘Trunk, 
died at his home at Lamirada, Cal, 
last night. He was seventy-one 
years old and served the Grand 
Trunk forty-two years, 

Montreal, May 2.—Mr. Reeve was 
for many years traffic manager of 
the Chicago and Grana Trunk Rail- 
way, now the Grand Trunk Western, 
with headquarters at Chicago. In 
1896 he was removed to Montreal and 
appointed general tratuc maanger of 
the whole G.T.R. system, retiring 
from that position some four or five 
years later to his orange orchard at 
Lamirada, Cal, where he died last 
night. When Mr. C. M. Hays re- 
signed as general manager of the 
Grand ‘Trunk to become president 
of the Southern Pacific Railway, Mr. 
Reeves was induced by Sir Charles 
Rivers-Wilson, president of the 
Grand ‘Trunk, to. return as second 
vice-president and manager. This 
position Mr. Reeve held a year, when, 
upon Mr. Hays returning to the 
Grand ‘Trunk, he again retired to his 
Califesnia home. Mr. Reeve was an 
Englishman by birth and was recog- 
nized as an authority in railway 
freight and traffic affairs in Canada

Will not Sign Contracts at High 
Rates Offered. 


TWO THOUSAND ARE NEEDED 


One Employment Agency in the City 
Alone Could Place One Thousand 
Men. 


“The higher the wages offered, the 
leader it is to get the men, and the 
more jobs there are vo fill, the higher 
are the wages offered.” 

This Jittle epigram was handed out 
by a local employment agency this 
morning, when asked as to why it 
was that with so many men hanging 
around the city, appa rently out of 
work, it was not nrore easy to fill the 
ealls for daborers. At the present 
moment at least 2,000 men are wanted 
by local employment agencies, One 
office alone could place a thousand 
men today, if they could be had. But 
there is a great deal of truth ino the 
remark quoted above. When the men 
who are out of work sce that they 
are in great demand, they are not 
at all anxious ‘to sign up any con- 
tract, as they get the idea ‘that by 
holding out a little longer, the wages 
offered will go higher still. 

Sa sure are some of the men of 
this, that they are even ‘turning down 
offers of from forty to fifty dollars 
a month with board, ‘to go out on the 
railway construction lines to the south 
and west of the city.

Berlin, May 2—A> writer in the 
current number of the Reichardbeits- 
blatt estimates the annual cost to Ger- 
many of the alcoholic liquor consum- 
ed by her people as $710,000,000. Of 
this amount, $620,000,000 is expended 
on spirits and beer and the remainder 
on wine. 

The entire annual cost of the alco- 
holic liquors consumed in Germany 
thus amounts, as the writer point out, 
to more than twice the combined cost 
of the army and navy, more than four 
times the cost of workmen’s insur- 
ance, and about five times as much as 
the total outlay for. public elementary

Another big dand deal was recorded 
in the Edmonton district the other 
day, when 15,275 acres sittated south 
of Inisfree, changed hands at a price 
close to S$i4go,o00. Joslin Pirie, man- 
ager of the Dominion Brokerage Co. 
bought ‘the land, acting as agent for 
adarge eustern syndicate. AMeDougal 
and Secord were the former owners 
of the property. 

The land, which lies just south of 
Innisfree, in the vicinity of Birch Lake, 
is some of the best farming land in 
the district. Jt Hes hetween the Can- 
adian Northern and the Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacific lines, and the latter railway 
has made several offers to purchase it, 
but they were all refused by the own- 
ers. 

In speaking of the sale, Mr. Pirie 
told the Capitad this morning that the 
syndicate that has purchased the land 
has acquired it purely as a specula- 
tion, It will tbe held and in all prob- 
ability sold in small parcels. 

wAs an evidence of the fact that the 
purchasers are not in any very great 
hurry to sell, only ten days after they 
acquired the land they were offered 
over $160,000 ‘for ‘the whole 15,000 
acres.

KANSAS WHEAT 
WINTER KILLED 


Nearly Two Million Acres of Wheat 
Abandoned in That State 
This Year. 


Topeka, Kas. May 2—Nearly 2,- 
000,000 acres of wheat have been aban- 
doned in Kansas this year, and the 
crop condition on the remaining 4,- 
532,000 acres is 76 per cent. These are 
the figures wiven by S. Ff. D. Coburn, 
secretary of the state board of agricul- 
ture, in his first report for the season, 
based on conditions on April 2oth. 

Reports of correspondents indicate 
the area sown to winter wheat in the 
fall of 1yo9 approximated — 6,478,000 
acres, or more by about 93,000 acres 
than in the fall preceding. Of the 
total area it appears from the reports 
that 30 percent. is such a failure that 
the ground will be devoted to other 
crops. 

The failure of nearly a ‘third of the 
area sown to heat is ascribed prin- 
cipally to “winter killing,” although 
there is much diversity of opinion as 
to the specific cause, some saying the 
wheat was smethered by the long 
coating of ice, others that it was the 
severe freezing when the ground owas 
over-saturated, and still others as- 
eribe it to alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing.

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HOW BUYERS 
_ ARE LOSERS 


Majority of Package Gocds are 
Short Measure. 


INCREASED COST OF LIVING 


Interesting Evidence Given by United 
States Federal Superintendentof Weights 


and Measures. 


Washington, May 2.—Short weight 
packages and seeret agreements be- 
tween wholesalers and retailers are 
responsible in large measure for the 
increased cost of living, according 
to the testimony given before the 
house commitee on the district of 
Columbia by Dr. William C. Wood- 
ward, health officer of the district, 
and Col. Wiliam C. Haskell, superin- 
tendent of weights and measures. 

“Every one of the 300,000 barrels 
of flour sold in the district annually,” 
said Col. Haskell, “is short at least 
four pounds. This would amount to 
about 1,200,000 pounds -in a year, and 
with the average price of flour at 3% 
cents a pound the people of the dis- 
trict are annually paying about $y2,- 
ooo for flour they do not reccive. 

“There should be national legislation 
to prohibit this sort of thing. Selling 
by packages should be subject to pros- 
ecution unless the packages show the 
weight of the contents.” : 

Col. Haskell said that~ practically 
every package sold in grocery stores 
is from one to four ounces short of 
the weight which the purchase? ~be- 
lieves he is paying for. 

“Would dt be practicadle to label 
each package with the weight of the 
contents?” asked Mr. Moore, chair- 
man of the investigating commitee. 

“Such action,’ ‘replied Col. Haskell, 
“would not only be in the interest 
of the public, but also in the interests 
of the retailer. The retailer has to 
take what he gets from the manu- 
facturer just as the public has to take 
what it gets from the retailer. The 
source of the trouble is with the man- 
uiacturer.” 

“Do these short weight packages.ac- 
count for the increased cost of living?” 
asked Mr. Moore. 

“Perhaps not entirely,” replied Col. 
Haskell, “but in a large measure.” 

Col. Haskell said that only rarely 
do purchasers of whiskey get full 
pints, half pints and quarts. The pint 
bottles, he said, are usually two ounces 
short and the quarts are: ordinarily 
three and four ounces sliort.

Away Back in 1885, in World's 
Championship Games, Each Player 
got $41 for his Rake-Off. 


There is no more interesting study 
in the “Rise and Growth of Baseball” 
than the question of wages, The av- 
erage American citizen may well be 
tempted by the wages of baseball. It 
is safe to say that wages have risen 
faster and higher in the baseball pro- 
fession than anyother on the face of 
the earth. 


It is a fact that few men outside 
the magnates themselves know what 
actual salaries are paid. For instance, 
the general belief is that Tyrus Cobb 
of the Detroit ‘Tilgers receives a sal- 
ary of $9,000 a year, and that he has 
signed a contract for a term of three 
years. Is $9,000 for seven months or 
co of actual work a good salary? Well 
rather. ‘hose grave, dignified men 
who occupy the United States Senate 
and who have to live in grandeur are 
not any beter off as regards coin of 
the realm in a salary week, 

From all quarters comes the report 
that Hans Wagner of the Pittsburg 
Pirates gets in the neighborhood of 
Sto,ooo for the same amount of work. 
This would amount to $17,000 or more 
a year if he played that length of 
time. Few other skilled occupations 
pav this amount of money. 

Frank Chance, the Jeader of the Chi- 

cao Cubs, gets around $10,000 a sea- 
aah and so Fans Christy Mathewson 
of the Giants. In Matthewson’s case 
his reward is greater than most of 
the others, for he recieves this vast 
way for pitching in from twenty- -five 
to forty- -five games a year, 

Larry Lajoie, of Cleveland, alavays 
has been a Bee money maker since 
being with the N yaps. Hlis adtual re- 
ward is shrouded in mystery, but it’s 
a safe wager that it is not below 
$6,000 annually, and perhaps much 
more. There are scores of men who 


vet from $3,000 to $4,500 a season. 
This is far higher salary than ‘the 
vast amajority of eminent ministers 


receive. 

When baseball was young and Com- 
isky, Hudson, W hhite, Anson, Wil- 
liamson and Ewing were in their ear- 
ly twenties, salaries were not large as 
enmpared with those of today. Many 


stars were ducky to get $150 a 
month. ‘ ; 

Hach player in ‘the world’s cham-

Browns got about $41 for his “rake- 
oft” of the receipts. Just imagine 
Hans Wagner and Ty Cobb smiling at

Though 
a prisoner, Boniface is to all intents 
and punposes a state functionary. He 


he was the governor,. and he takes a 
summer vacaticn, returning to jail 
in the autumn. 

Boniface obtained his unique po- 
sition in this manner. He began 
his criminal career at Oran, where, 
in 1890, he was sentenced to death as 
a soldier for striking a superior offi- 
cer. His sentence was commuted to 
ten years’ imprisonment and twenty- 
years’ banishment. Amnestied four 
years later, he went to live in Lyons, 
where obtained a good post, married 
and brought up a family. One day, 
however, he was arrested for having 
ignored ‘that part of his sentence re- 
lating to his banishment. He was 
sent back to. prison. His wife and 
children left him. 

After serving his new sentence, he 
came to Paris, where he was again 
arrested and sent to the Sante prison 
for six months. The governor of the 
prison, noticing the man’s ability, 
made him a clerk in the jail. « Every 
July he is discharged with the 200 
francs he has earned in the iprison, 
and every November, when the wea- 
ther becomes cold, he returns to the 
prison, and takes up his post as clerk 
again.
